E TAKE  pleasure  in  presenting  in  this  circular,  some  views  of  our 
new  plant  at  Orenco,  Oregon,  situated  in  Washington  county,  12 
miles  due  west  of  Portland,  on  the  Forest  Grove  branch  line  of  the 
Oregon  Electnc  Railway.  We  have  here  secured  in  one  body  a 
tnfle  over  1 ,000  acres  of  land,  practically  all  of  which  is  under  cul- 
tivation. The  soil  is  a rich,  deep  loam,  highly  suitable  for  nursery 
purposes.  This,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  demonstrate  in  a practical  way  by 
furnishing  you  the  best  trees  obtainable  for  your  present  or  future  needs.  In 
addition  to  our  large  nursery  plant,  we  have  necessarily  had  to  establish  a town- 
site,  in  which  our  large  number  of  employes  and  others  might  establish  themselves 
homes.  Those  who  are  familiar  with  the  growth  and  development  of  Orenco 
since  its  birth,  consider  it  the  nucleus  of  what  will  at  an  early  date,  be  a place  of 


A view  of  our  “field  budding”  force,  which  is  only  a portion  of  our  entire  field  or  man- 
ufacturing department,  so  to  speak.  The  rows  you  see  are  not  marketable  trees  but 
“seedlings”  on  which  we  “bud”  marketable  varieties.  Observe  their  size  and  consider 
the  strong  vigorous  tree  they  will  produce.

This  shows  our  method  of  plowing  preparatory  to  planting  our  seedling  stock,  which  is 
later  to  be  budded  to  marketable  varieties.  Surface  plowing  and  sub-soiling  with  one  oper- 
ation. With  proper  cultivation  during  the  summer  months,  we  are  able  to  preserve  suffic- 
ient moisture  in  the  reservoir  created  by  the  subsoiler  to  maintain  a steady,  uninterrupted 
growth  of  the  young  trees. 

considerable  importance.  This  circular,  however,  is  not  a real  estate  boomer,  so 
will  confine  our  remarks  to  nursery  topics  intact.  From  the  accompanying  illus- 
trations you  will  observe  our  new  plant  has  been  planned  and  executed  on  a 
scale  much  larger  and  more  permanent  than  was  our  former  plant.  The  success

IRRIGATION  NOT  NECESSARY 

With  us  irrigation  is  not  necessary  and  is  not  practiced.  With  cultivation 
such  as  we  follow,  the  moisture  resulting  from  fall  and  winter  rain  enables  us  to 
preserve  sufficient  moisture  throughout  the  hot,  dry  summer  months,  to  insure  a 
steady,  even,  uninterrupted  growth,  and  many  visitors  have  expressed  surprise  at 
the  size  and  vigor  of  our  trees,  scarcely  believing  such  results  possible  without 
supplying  superfluous  moisture.

“OUR  SYSTEM  OF  GROWING  TREES” 

In  January  and  February  we  plant  out  in  rows  four  feet  apart  and  eight  to 
ten  inches  in  the  rows,  number  one  seedlings.  These  are  grown  under  our  usual 
method  of  cultivation  until  July  and  August,  when  they  are  budded  by  practical 
and  skilled  workmen.  Please  note  that  the  seedling  was  a one-year-old  plant 
when  we  sent  it  out  in  the  nursery  row.  It  has  now  another  season’s  growth 
before  the  bud  is  inserted,  making  the  seedling  two  years  old.  The  following 
spring  the  bud  begins  to  grow,  the  seedling  is  then  cut  off  above  the  bud,  all 
superfluous  buds  on  the  seedling  rubbed  off,  thus  diverting  the  entire  energy  of  a 
two-year-old  seedling  root  into  the  growing  bud,  which  will  make  a one-year-old 
tree  the  following  autumn.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  trees  grown  under  this  method 
are  superior  in  point  of  vigor,  hardiness  of  constitution,  rapid  growing  qualities  and 
early  bearing  propensities  than  are  trees  grown  by  the  easy  route  of  piece-root 
grafting?  If  your  land  and  time  is  worth  anything,  it  is  surely  economy  to  pur- 
chase the  tree  that  is  grown  right,  for  a right  start  in  anything  is  half  the  battle. 
An  orchard  is  something  that  remains  for  years  when  once  planted,  therefore,  we 
would  advise  you  to  be  extremely  cautious  to  get  the  best  tree,  and  the  best  tree 
thus  far  known  is  the  one  year  budded  top  on  three-year-old  roots. 

To  substantiate  our  claim  that  budded  trees  on  the  whole-root  are  best,  we 
have  included  some  views  of  orchards  planted  with  this  class  of  trees.  We  have 
a great  many  more  similar  views,  but  to  include  them  all  would  make  this  circular 
too  large.  We  would  especially  call  your  attention  to  the  orchard  views  from 
Bridger,  Fromberg  and  the  Bitter  Root  Valley  sections  in  Montana,  where  the 
mercury  frequently  drops  to  25  and  40  below  zero.  This  should  convince  the 
most  skeptical  that  Oregon  Nursery  Company  trees  are  perfectly  hardy. 

OUR  PACKING  FACILITIES  AND  METHODS 

Our  packing  warehouse  covers  two  acres  of  ground.  It  is  planned  for  con- 
venience and  capacity  and  as  such  is  considered  a model.  The  storage  depart- 
ment alone  will  accommodate  from  1 50  to  1 60  carloads  of  trees. 

Our  trees  are  all  packed  in  boxes  rather  than  being  baled.  Wet  moss  or 
shmgle-tow  is  packed  around  the  roots  and  when  trees  are  shipped  to  cold  sec- 
tions the  boxes  are  paper  lined.  Our  trees  can  be  in  transit  for  several  weeks 
and  suffer  no  damage  whatever.  You  have  the  assurance  if  you  buy  trees  of  us 
that  they  will  be  delivered  at  your  nearest  railroad  station  in  the  best  of  condition. 
We  attribute  a large  share  of  the  success  our  trees  have  enjoyed  to  our  thorough 
and  improved  methods  of  preparing  them  for  shipment.
